The first edition. Hain, Hoffmann, Brunet, Graesse, and some other bibliographen, 
mention 143 primed leaves or 144 in all. This I believe to be an error, as the apparent 
omission or lo« of a leaf between lignsturet a and b occurs in all the copies that I 
know of, and is dm an imperfection. Mr. Murphy's copy sold for $i6. Priced by 
Leclerc, tSySi >S0 &ancij Henry Stevens tc Son, 1S8;, £10 lot. The above ttaot- 
lition of Ptolemy's Geography was made from the original Greek, and dedicated to 
Pope Alexander v. about tlie year 1409. For more than a century after it was first 
printed, and during the most important period of maritime discovery, the work was 
considered to be the highest authority on the subject of geography in general ; and it 
was frequently augmented by supplementary maps and descriptive text, illustrating the 
progress of the science and the gradual discovery of the American shores. This edition, 
■nd several of the following, are included in order to make the lilt more complete. 
For the purpose of comparison they are all entitled to a place in an American library.

The prefatory dedication to Pope Sixtus iv., with the heading " Clavdii Ptholemei 
Alexandrini Philosophi Cosmographia," fills the verso of the first leaf, recto blank. 
The text in double columns, with 50 lines in a full column, begins on the recto of the 
second leaf, and ends on the verso of the sixty-ninth leaf with the colophon and regis- 
ter. The 27 double-page copperplate maps, sometimes colored, comprise: the general

This remarkable edition contains the first printed atlas, and the first collection of 
maps engraved on copper. It may also claim the honor of containing the earliest 
known specimens of copperplate engraving for books, although that distinction has 
been often awarded to Antonio Bettini*s " Monte sancto di Dio," printed at Florence 
in 1477, which is indeed the earliest with a date. The maps are the finest that 
appeared in any of the early editions. They were commenced about the year 1472 by 
Conrad Swcynheym, the first printer in Rome, who spent nearly three years in super- 
vising the engraving. The work was not completed and published, however, until 
1478, several years after his death. The preface gives the following account of the 
origin and progress of the edition : ** Qua in re ne librariorum inscitia tue Sanctitatis 
aures ofFenderet. Domitius Calderinus Veronensis cui huius emendationis prouintia 
dem&data fuerat earn cura suscepit afferens cum uetustissimo greco manu gemisti Philo-

tophi emendato latinos codices se collocatuni3 Magister uero Conrad us Suueynheym 
Oermanus a quo formandoru Rome libroru ars primu profecta est. Occasione hinc 
sompta posteritati consulens animum primum ad hanc doctrinam capescendam applicutt.

by Agathodaemon of Alexandria in the fifth century or earlier, were copied from the 
Greek manuscript of Ptolemy preserved at Vienna, with the addition of some names 
from the text, and a Latin translation of the Greek inscriptions. They are each in 
two plates, printed (with one exception) on leaves of separate sheets, which are placed 
face to fiice in pairs, and arranged in six gatherings of four sheets each, and one of 
three sheets at the end, comprising 54 leaves in all. The inscriptions were not 
engraved, but were made with a punch and mallet. A specimen facsimile is given in 
Dibdin*s '* Bibliotheca Spenceriana,** iv. 538. They were reprinted, from the same 
plates, in the Roman editions of 1490 and 1507-8. The '^Registrum foliorum huius 
libri,** printed on the final page, fails to mention one of the sheets in the last gathering 
beginning with the word diemj which may account for the error of Laire ('* Specimen 
Typographiae Romanae,** p. 241) in stating that the volume is complete in 68 folios. 
From the title given by Graesse it would seem that in some copies the word pictvris 
in the eighth line of the colophon was spelled plctsvris. It is one of the rarest and 
most valuable of all the editions.

8c figurati,** verso blank. The '* Tabulas Cosmographiae secundum dimensiones Pto- 
lemei ** fills the recto of the next leaf, and the list of maps entitled *< Tabvlae Pictvrae 
sev Figvrati et Sitvs infi-a Scriptorvm V3 Sitvs" fills the verso, ending with "Finis." 
The following leaf is blank. In some copies these two leaves were placed after the 
maps. The first leaf of the first signature is blank, and the second, third, fourth, and 
fifth leaves are marked respectively A, Ai, A3, and A4; and the first two leaves of, 
the second signature are both marked Bz. The 26 double-page copperplate maps, 
sometimes colored, are mostly numbered on the upper margins, and according to the 
printed list, which precedes them, comprise: Mappamvndi Tabula i. car.

52. (marked Ta- 
bvla 26). Bernhart (cited by Hoffmann, " Lexicon Bibliographicum ") describes a 
copy in which the first three of the African maps were differently arranged and num- 
bered. The paper on which the text was printed has three different water-marks : a 
horseshoe, a sort of three-fingered hand with a rod bearing a cross, and what was per- 
haps intended for a flower. The paper of the maps is much thicker and stronger, and 
has the water-mark of a crown. The twenty-six maps were very rudely engraved on 
copper or some other soft metal, and differ considerably in style from those in the edition 
of 1478, but are arranged nearly in the same order, and may be classed with them 
among the earliest examples of the art of engraving. A specimen facsimile is given in 
Dibdin*s ** Bibliotheca Spenceriana,** 11. 300. They also contain figures of ships, which 
do not appear on those in the 1478 edition. According to Heinecken ("Idee Gencrale 
d*une Collection d*Estampes," pp. 145-6) the zigzag lines representing the water were 
similar to those made by silversmiths on their wares, showing that they must have been 
the work of some such artist. In the prefatory note to the maps, the editor refers to 
** mirifica imprimendi tales tabulas ratio," and characterises the discovery of the art of 
engraving as not less praiseworthy than that of printing. 

The date of 1462 is certainly an error, as printing was not introduced in Bologna 
until 1471; besides, no specimens of the typography of Dominicus De Lapis are 
known dated earlier than 1476 nor later than 1482. According to Audiffredi ("Spe- 
cimen Hist.-Crit. Edit. Ital.," pp. 13, 35) the same type, evidently new, appears in 
Galeottus Martius " Refvtatio Obiectorvm in librvm de Homine,*' and in Benedictus 
de Nursia "Opus ad sanitatis coservationem," printed by De Lapis at Bologna in 1476 
and 1477 respectively; and a comparison of these two works with the Ptolemy proves 
that the latter must have been printed several years later, as the type used in it is some- 
what worn and damaged, while a number of improvements are evident in the use of 
initial letters, signatures and register, and also in the presswork. Moreover, Philippus 
Beroaldus, the editor of the work, was not born until 1453; and probably the first 
book edited by him, ** Lvtii Flori Gestorvm Romanorvm epithoma," was printed at 
Parma about 1473, during his residence in that city. He was certainly at Bologna in 
1482, and remained there until his death in 1505. From these facts it would seem 
probable that the book was printed about the year 1482; and this opinion was adopted 
by ^aide^ius, Meerman, Heinecken, Audiffredi, Panzer, Dibdin, Hoflfmann, Hain, and 
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others, and has been followed by most modern bibliographers. The error has been 
explained by supposing that the letters **xx** may have dropped out accidentally, or 
been misplaced in the line below. Bernhart (in Aretin, ** Beytrage,**) suggested the 
year 1480, which is also worthy of consideration. De Bure (** Bibliographie Instruc- 
tive," No. 4192) and Gamba ("Osservazioni"), relying mainly on the appearance of 
the typography and the engraving of the maps, proposed the year 1472 as the true date. 
Breitkopf (** Ueber den Druck der geograph. Charten," p. 6) supposed that an "i" 
might have been put in by mistake instead of an '*l,** and that the date was intended 
to read m.cccc.lxli., i.e. 1491. The uncertainty of the date, and the fiict that the 
maps were among the earliest printed — being the first of the kind produced at Bologna 
— have together rendered this volume famous ; and it is now the rarest of all the edi- 
tions.

The dedication, ** Beatissimo Patri Pavlo Se|cvndo Pontifici Maximo.jDonis Nicolavs 
Germanvs,** containing a large ornamental woodcut of the letter N, representing the 
presentation of the book to the pope, begins on the recto of the first leaf, and is fol- 
lowed on the verso of the second leaf by the text in double columns, with 44 lines in 
a full column, which ends on the verso of the sixty-ninth leaf with *' Hinc seqvntvr 
tabvle.*' The 32 double-page woodcut maps, sometimes colored, are on separate sheets, 
each with a page or two of descriptive text printed on the back within ornamental 
woodcut borders, and arranged in the following order : a map of the world according 
to Ptolemy; Prima Evrope Tabvla [Hibernia^ and Albion Insvla Britannica)\ Secvnda 
Evrope Tabvla (Hiifania) \ a modern map of Hispania f Tercia Evrope tabula (Gallia)^

The last map fills but one page, and the following leaf contains 
on the recto two columns of text printed from booktype, and ends on the verso, in the 
second column, with the colophon. The map of the world is inscribed at the top 
Insculptum est per yobanne. Schnit%er de Armszbeim. These maps were redrawn, cor- 
rected and improved, some time between 1464 and 147 1, by Nicolaus Donis, a Bene- 
dictine monk of the convent of Reichenbach in Bavaria, who dedicated the work to 
Pope Paul II. He also added the five modern maps, one of which contains the first 
printed representation of Greenland, laid down as a peninsula of northern Europe under 
the name of Engronelant. South of this the same name is also given to a province or 
country adjoining norbegta. The copy described above is in the Lenox Library. 

Bernhart (in Aretin, "Beytrage,** v. 531) as cited by Hoffmann, describes in detail 
two varieties of this edition, in one of which the recto of the colophon leaf was printed 
from a woodcut block with the last map, while in the other the same page was printed 
from movable types. The pages of descriptive text on the backs of the maps also dif- 
fered in style and arrangement, and the ornamental woodcut borders surrounding them 
were of a different pattern. In other respects, however, the two impressions were alike, 
even to the typographical error Impnsvm in the colophon. According to Panzer, 
Brunet and Van Praet, an index and a brief treatise, both written by Donis, were after- 
wards added to some copies. The index in 29 leaves was prefixed to the volume, 
beginning on the verso of the first leaf, recto blank, with " Nota ad inveniendum 
igitur regiones," and followed on the recto of the second leaf by " Registrvm Alpha- 
beticvm|svper octo libros Ptolo|mei incipit feliciter,** which ends on the recto of the 
twenty-ninth leaf, verso blank. The treatise in 17 leaves was placed after the maps, 
beginning on the verso of the first leaf, recto blank, with ** Incipit Registruiii,** and 
followed on the recto of the second leaf by <* De locis ac mirabilibvs mvnjdi: et primo 
de tribvs orbisjpartibvs,** which ends on the seventeenth leaf. These 46 leaves were 
printed in double columns and in smaller type, with 56 or 57 lines in a full column, 
and do not belong to the edition of i486, as suggested by Graesse, Hoffmann, and 
others, but differ considerably in typography from those in that edition. At least a 
dozen copies are known printed on vellum, one of which — that in the Rhediger library 
at Breslau — omits the name of the engraver from the top of the first map, and also 
the names of the place and printer in the colophon, which ends with *< Kalendas. xvii.** 
Below this a former owner had written with a pen the word Romae, which gave rise to 
the erroneous belief in a Roman edition of 1482, which is discussed by Audiffredi in 
his "Specimen Hist.-Crit. Edit. Ital.," pp. 252-4. Mr. Murphy*s copy sold for $85, 
and a set of the maps only, printed on vellum, was priced by Mr. Quaritch in 1885 at

The second edition of Donis*s Ptolemy. The index begins on the verso of the first 
leaf, recto blank, with " Nota ad inueniendum igitur regiones," followed on the recto 
of the second leaf (sig. A2) by "Registrvm Alphabeticvm "" in double columns, which 
ends on the verso of £8. The dedication, " Beatissimo Patri Pavlo Sejcvndo Pontifici 
Maximo. I Donis Nicola vs German vs,** with the elaborate woodcut initial (as in the pre- 
ceding edition), begins on the recto of sig. ai, and is followed on the next leaf by the 
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text in double columns, with 44 lines in a full column, which ends on the verso of iS^ 
second column, with " Hinc seqvvntvr Tabvle." The 32 doable-page woodcut maps, 
sometimes colored, comprise one of the world, fourteen of Europe, four of Africa, and 
thirteen of Asia. They are the same as those in the preceding edition, having been 
printed from the same blocks ; but the pages of descriptive text, printed on thfe recto of 
the first leaf of each, differ in typographical arrangement from both of the two impres- 
sions of 1482, and are not surrounded by borders. The second leaf of the final map 
also contains one column of text, printed from a woodcut block, but the verso is blank. 
The treatise of Donis begins on the verso of sig. Ai, recto blank, with << Incipit fte- 
gistrum,** followed on the recto of the next leaf (A2) by " De locis ac mirabilibvs |

The dedication by the bookseller Tosinus, 
on the verso of the title-page, is dated <* Romae Eidibus Augusti. m.d.vii.** The <* Re- 
gistrvm Alphabeticvm,** which begins on the recto of sig. A2, fills sixty-seven unnum- 
bered pages, and is followed on the verso of £5 by the text in double columns, with 52 
lines in a full column, which ends on the verso of N8 with an epistle from JSeneven- 
tanus to Baduarius. The planisphere begins on the recto of Oi with '*Cvm sit possi- 
bile O Sire,** and ends with the colophon on the recto, and the privilege of Pope Julius 
II. on the verso, of O7. The privilege is dated at Rome *' Die. xxviii lulii. m. d. vi.** 
Sig. 08 is blank. The treatise of Donis begins with <<Incipit Registrum** on the 
recto, and *'De locis ac mirabilibvs mvn|di. £t primo de tribvs orbis | partibvs ** on the 
verso, of sig. Aai, and ends on the recto of Cc4, verso blank. The 33 double-page 
copperplate maps, sometimes colored, comprise : the general map of the world ; Tabvla 
Moderna Prvssie Livonie Norvegie et Gottie; Prima £vrope Tabvla; Secvnda £vrope 
Tabvla; Tabvla Moderna Hispanie; Tertia £vrope Tabvla; Tabvla Moderna Francie;

The *< Tabvla Moderna Prvssie Livonie 
Norvegie et Gottie** contains a representation of Greenland as a peninsula of northern 
£urope under the name of Evgroveiant. This name is also given to a country adjoin- 
ing Norway. Some copies also contain Ruysch's new map of the world, which is

described in the note to the reissue of 1508. Mr. Murphy's copy (with the Ruysch 
map) sold for $115.

The " Registrvm Alphabeticvm,** which begins on the recto of sig. A2, fills sixty- 
seven unnumbered pages, and is followed on the verso of £5 by the text in double 
columns, with 52 lines in a full column, which ends on the verso of N8 with an epistle 
from Beneventanus to Baduarius. The planisphere begins on the recto of Oi, with 
''Cvm sit possibile O Sire,** and ends with the colophon on the recto, and the privilege 
of Pope Julius II. on the verso, of O7. The privilege is dated at Rome ** Die. xxviii 
lulii. M.D.vi.** Sig. 08 is blank. The 34 double-page copperplate maps, sometimes 
colored, comprise two of the world, fifteen of Europe, four of Afi-ica, and thirteen of 
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Asia. With the exception of the new map of the world, they are the same as those 
in the preceding edition. The treatise of Donis begins with *< Incipit Registrum ** on 
the recto, and *< De locis ac mirabilibvs mvn|di. £t primo de tribvs orbisjpartibvs" on 
the verso, of sig. Aai, and ends on the recto of Cc4, verso blank. The treatise of 
Beneventanus, preceded by another dedicatory epistle by Tosinus and an epistle by the 
author on sig. ai, begins on the recto of a2 with " Marci Bfiuetani Monachi Celestine 
cogregationis Mathematici orbis noua descriptio,** and ends on the recto of b8 with the 
register, verso blank. 

A reissue of the preceding edition, with a new title-page, and the addition of the 
** orbis noua descriptio ** of Beneventanus in fourteen leaves, and Ruysch*8 map of the 
world. The treatise of Beneventanus contains accounts of the discoveries in the new 
world in Cap. viii., ** De nauigatioe a Lusitanis nouiter instaurata qua in Indicu naui- 
gat* pelagus,** on the verso of sig. b3, and in Cap. xiiij., " De Tellure qua tu Lusitani : 
tu colubus obseruauere que Mudu appellat Nouu," on b6 verso and by recto. The 
principal feature of this edition, however, consists in the remarkable new map of the 
world designed on the conical projection by Johann Ruysch, a German, who had visited 
the American shores. It is entitled in a scroll at the top *< Vniversalior cogniti orbis 
tabvla, ex recentibvs confecta observationibvs,** and contains the first printed delineation 
of the newly discovered lands. A large portion of the southern continent is laid down 
by itself as Terra sancte crvcis sive Mvndvs nows, with at least twenty-eight names 
along the northern and eastern shores, and the following inscription in a scroll on the 
western side : ** Hvcvsqve navte Hispani vervt et hanc terram propter eivs | magnitvdi- 
nem Mvndvm Nuvvm appellarvnt qvia vero|eam totaliter non vidervnt nee vsqve in 
tempore] hoc longivs qva ad hvc terminv perlvstrarvnt ideo|his iperfecta reliqvit** pserti 
cv nesciatur qvo vergitvr." Another inscription in the center closes with the statement 
that *' Avehvntvr hinc a Lvsitanis ligna Brasi alias verzini et cassiae;" and a third one 
below this reads : ** Navtae Lvsitani partem hanc terre hvivs | observarvt et vsqve ad 
elevationem | poli antarctici . 50 . gradvvm pervenervnt | nondv tamen ad eivs finem 
avstrinv.** North of this continent are the islands Spagnola^ Ant'tUa Insula, Moferrato, 
Matininaf La Dominica, Tamaraqva, etc., and west of them a portion of a larger island 
(Cuba) with seven names along the coast and on the western border the inscription 
** Hvc vsq naves Ferdinadij Regis Hispanie pvenervt." Due north of all these, Grven- 
lanta is represented as the northeastern extremity of Asia, with Sinvs Grvenlantevs off 
the coast; and below this another Asiatic peninsula inscribed Terra Nova, with several 
coast names, exhibiting the results of Cabot*s discoveries. There are two varieties of 
this map, one of which does not contain the words Plisacvi Sinvs off the eastern coast 
of Asia. It is sometimes found inserted in the edition of 1 507, and also separately. 
A facsimile is given in Stevens's "Historical and Geographical Notes." Several sets of 
the maps were struck off on vellum. Mr. Murphy*8 copy sold for $180.

The dedication, " Bernardus 
Syluanus Eboliensis : ad Illustrissimum Andream Mathevm. Aqvaevivvm Adriae Du- 
cem,** occupies the upper part of the next page, and is followed below by " Bernard! 
Syluani Eboliesis anotationes in Ptholemaei geographiam,** which are continued on the

next four pages. The table of contents fills the verso of the fourth leaf. The text in 
double columns^ with 60 lines in a full column, begins on the recto of sig. Ai, and 
ends on the recto of 18, verso blank, with the colophon and register. The title-page, 
initials, captions, and leading names in the text were printed in red. The 28 double- 
page woodcut maps comprise one of the world, ten of Europe, four of Afirica, twelve of 
A8ia,^nd one modern map of the world. The ancient maps are arranged in the same 
order ais those in the preceding editions, but were largely altered and improved. The 
inscriptions on the maps were printed from book-type — the names of countries, seas, 
etc., in red, and those of towns in black. The new general map, drawn on the heart- 
shaped projection, is not found in all copies. It was printed on a separate sheet, and 
apparently added after the book had been completed. It contains the first printed 
delineation of any portion of the North American continent, under the names of regain 
domus (/. e, Cortereal ?) and terra laboratorus — the former as a fragmentary coast line 
and the latter as a large island. Below these are ispaniar insu.^ terra cube, and a part of 
the southern continent with the inscription Terra sanctae crvcis. Greenland {engroneldt) 
is put down as a part of northern Europe. Some copies of the work were printed on 
vellum. Mr. Murphy's copy sold for $95. Priced by Leclerc, 1878, 500 francs; 
Quaritch, 1880, £20; Ellis, 1884, £18 i8s.

On the verso of the title-page is an epistle from loannes Franciscus Picus Mirandula 
dated " Noui quarto Calendas Septemb. Anno a partu virginis mdviii." The dedica- 
tion to the emperor by Jacobus Eszler and Georgius Ubelin, ** Datu Argentine sub 
Annu D&i m d xiii. Marcij. xv.," fills the recto of the next leaf, and is followed on the 
verso by the table of contents. The text in double columns, with 66 lines in a full 
column, begins on the third leaf with folio 5 (sig. Bi), and ends on the recto of folio 
60 (sig. L2), on the verso of which the index begins. This fills twenty-eight unnum- 
bered pages in treble columns, and ends on the recto of sig. N6. A note "Ad Lecto- 
rem," an epistle from Lilius Gregorius Ziraldus to Philesius, and the first colophon, 
occupy the verso of N6. The 27 woodcut maps of the ancient series are each on two 
leaves, excepting the last (^Taprobana), which is on a single leaf. They comprise the 
map " Generale Ptholemei," ten of Europe, four of Africa, and twelve of Asia. The 
20 modern maps were also engraved on wood, and are each on two leaves (with one 
exception), comprising : Orbis Typvs Vniversalis ivxta Hydrographorvm Traditionem ; 
Tabvla Terre Nove; Tabvla Nova Hibernie Anglic et Scotie; Tabvla Moderna et 
Nova Hbpanie; Tabvla Moderna Gallie; Tabvla Moderna Germanie; Tabvla Mo- 
derna Sarmatie £vr. sive Hvngarie Polonie Rvssie Prvssie et Vvalachie; TabvU 
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Moderna Norbegie et Gottie ; Tabvla Moderna et Nova Italie ac Sicilie ; Tabvla Mo- 
derna Italie ; Tabvla Moderna Bossine Servie Gretiae et Sclavonie ; Tabvla Moderna 
Prime Partis Aphricae; Tabvla Moderna Secvnde Porcionis Aphrice; Tabvla Nova 
Asie Minoris ; Tabvla Moderna Terre Sancte j Tabvla Moderna Indiae ; Tabvla Nova 
Eremi Helvetiorvra ; Tabvla Nova Particvlaris Provincie Rheni Svperioris ; Tabvla 
Neoterica Crete sive Candie Insvle j and Lotharingia. The last is on a single leaf, sur- 
rounded by escutcheons and handsomely printed in three colors, with the final colophon 
printed on the lower margin. The arrangement of the maps differs in some copies. 
The treatise of Donis " De locis ac mirabilibvs mvndi," with the heading " Locorvm 
ac mirabilivm mvndi descriptio,"" begins on the recto of sig. ai, and ends on the recto 
of c5, the verso of which contains the ** Index Capitum.** The last leaf (sig. c6) is 
blank. 

This grand and important edition was commenced by the Saint-Die geographer Mar- 
tin Waltzemiiller (" Hylacomylus ") about the year 1505, partly at the expense of Duke 
Rene of Lorraine, who also contributed the celebrated " Hydrographia" or Admirars 
map. Mathias Ringmann (** Philesius*') was also employed on the work. The modern 
maps were prepared by Waltzemiiller, and most of them — perhaps all — engraved as 
early as 1507. The completion of the text, however, was delayed; and in 1508 all of 
the material passed into the hands of Jacobus Eszler and Georgius Ubelin, two promi- 
nent citizens of Strassburg, who edited and finally published the work in 151 3, assum- 
ing the entire credit of the undertaking. Under their care, assisted by Ringmann, the 
version of Angelus was compared with an important Greek manuscript furnished by 
Mirandula, the Greek names of places were added, and the text revised and corrected 
throughout. The title to the Supplement contains on the verso a preface ** Ad Lecto- 
rem** in 39 lines, which gives the following interesting information relative to the new 
map of the world ("Orbis Typvs"), and the "Tabvla Terre Nove," both of which 
first appeared in this edition : " Charta auie Marina, quam Hydrographiam vocant, per 
Admiralem quondam serenissi. Portugalie regis Ferdinandi, ceteros deniq3 lustratores 
verissimis pagratioibus lustrata : ministerio Renati dum vixit, nunc pie mortui Ducis 
illustriss. Lotharingie liberalius prelographationi tradita est.** The evident mistake in 
either the name of the country or king renders this reference uncertain, but it has been 
generally applied to Columbus, and also with some degree of probability to Vespuccius, 
whose voyages had already been translated and published by Waltzemiiller. The first 
of the two maps includes an outline of the northeastern part of the South American 
continent with five names along the coast, the islands isabella and spagnclla, and another 
fragmentary coast line. Gronland forms the northwestern extremity of Europe. The 
other (** Tabvla Terre Nove '*) is one of the earliest printed maps devoted entirely to 
the new world. It represents the coast in a continuous line from C. del mar usiano in 
North Lat. 55°, to Rio de cananor in South Lat. 35°, with about sixty-one other names 
along and off the shores ; and also the islands of Isabella and Spagnollay with nearly 
twenty other islands and places named. On the southern continent is the inscription : 
'' Hec terra cum adiacentib? insulis inuenta est per Columbu | ianuensem ex mandato 
Regis Castelle," and below it. Terra Incognita. The "Tabvla Moderne Norbegia et 
Gottie** includes Engronelandt and Engroneldd. The map of Lorraine was the first 
printed of that Duchy, and is considered by some critics as the earliest known specimen 
of printing in colors. In some copies all of the maps were colored by hand. The type 
used in the text is said to be the same as that used in the "Cosmographias Introductio ** 
of 1507. The statement made by Bernhart (in Aretin, " Beytrage,** v.) that the final 
colophon was dated 15 12, may be explained by the fact that the figure "3** is of a 
peculiar shape and might be easily mistaken for a " 2.** Copies of this edition are also 
in tlie Lenox Library, and in the Brown Library at Providence.

This edirion was published under the supervision of Georgius Ubelin, one of the 
editors of the edition of 151 3, of which it is mainly a reprint, with the omission of the 
index, the treatise " De locis," and the Greek names of places in the text. The title- 
page, verso blank, is surrounded by an elaborate woodcut border printed in a brownish 
tint and usually colored. The pre^ce by Ubelin, and the table, fill both sides of the 
following leaf. The text in double columns, with 65 lines in a full column, begins on 
the recto of sig. Aiij with folio i, and ends on the recto of Kiij, misnumbered folio 54. 
The colophon is printed on the verso of folio 54 (sig. Kiij) within a border like that 
on the title-page. The 47 woodcut maps are each on double leaves, with the exception 
of the first (Lotbaringia) and twenty-eighth (Taprohana), and were evidently printed 
fi-om the same blocks as those in the edition 0/1513. They comprise " Lotharingia " 
(printed in colors), " Generale Ptholemei,** ten of Europe, four of Africa, twelve of 
Asia, "Orbis Typvs Vniversalis ivxta Hydrographorvm Traditionem,** "Tabvla Terre 
Nove," and seventeen other modern maps, the same as those in the edition of 151 3, 
and arranged in the same order. The maps " Orbis Typvs ** and "Tabvla Terre Nove" 
relate to America, and are described in the note to the edition of 151 3. The "Tabvla 
Moderna Norbegie et Gottie** includes Engronelandt. According to Bernhart (in Are- 
tin, "Beytrage," v. 535) there were two copies in the library at Munich with the title- 
page printed in red ink, and one copy in black.

Anno Chri. m.d. xxij.,'* begins 
on the recto of sig. A2 and ends on the verso with the privilege. The index of places, 
''Registrvm Alphabeticv,** begins on sig. A3 (folio 3), and fills 18 leaves, followed 
by two leaves containing the list of errata and table of contents. The text in double 
columns, with 55 lines in a full column, begins on sig. Gi (folio 37), and ends on the 
verso of R6, recto blank, with the table of maps. Book viii of the text was continued 
on the backs of the maps, with additions by the editor. The pages of text and the 
maps are surmounted by scrolls for the headings, and the map descriptions are surrounded 
by borders. The 50 woodcut maps are each on two leaves, with one exception, and 
comprbe ten of Europe, four of Africa, twelve of Asia, Generale Ptho., and the follow- 
ing modern maps : Tabvla Ter. Novae; Tabvla Nova Hiberniae Angliae et Scotiae; 
Tab. Mo. Hispa. ; Ta. Mode. Galie. ; Tab. Mo. Germa. ; Tabv. Moderna Hvngariae, 
Poloniae, Rvssiae, Prvssiae, et Valachiae; Tab. Nova Norbegiae et Gottiae, with a map 
of " Lotharingia ** on the verso of its second leaf; Tabv.

L. F. Most of the maps are 
accompanied by one or two pages of descriptive text, with curious woodcuts, printed on 
the backs. The '' Introdvctorivm Isagogae in libros Geographiae Ptolemaei,*' by Lau- 
rentius Phrisius, follows the maps, and comprises eight leaves (sig. S), ending on the 
recto of the eighth, verso blank, with the colophon. 

Laurentius Fries or Phrisius, a physician and mathematician of Metz, was the editor 
of this edition, to which he added an index of places, annotations on the backs of the 
maps, and a mathematical appendix. The text, however, was the translation of Jacobus 
Angelus. The introductory epistle of Aucuparius refers to America in the following 
words : " Quoru omniu Imprimis et no vulgari celebradus est honore. Americ9 ille Ves- 
puti9: Americe terre. Qua hodie America: Nouu mundu vel Quarta mudi parte 
vocat," etc. A note by Phrisius on the verso of folio 100 contains the first public 
acknowledgment of the labors of Waltzemiiller (" Ilacomylus **) in the preparation of 
the modern maps which first appeared in the edition of 151 3) and which served as the 
basis for those in the present edition. They were reengraved, however, on a smaller 
scale, with the exception of the map inscribed at the top " gvinta Asie Tabvla,** which 
is larger than the others, and appears to be the same as that in the edition of 15 13. 
Although various alterations and additions were made, they are considered to be inferior 
to the originals in execution and accuracy. Two new maps of India and a new general 
chart were added. The first of the modern maps, "Tabvla Ter. Novae,** resembles 
that in the edition of 151 3, of which it is mainly a copy. About fifty-seven names are 
laid down along the coast, which stretches in a continuous line from North Lat. 55° to 
South Lat. 35°. The West Indian islands include about seventeen names. Among 
the inscripdons are Isabella Insvl. and Spagnoba [i. e. Spagnolla"] in the West Indies, 
Farias on the northern, and Terra Nova and Terra Papagalli on the southern continent. 
The latter also contains the lines, "Hec tena cum j:d:acenlib9 insulis inuenta est p 
Chri$tofer\un | Columbum ianuensem ex mandato Regis Castelle,** with a curious wood* 
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cut of the cannibal nadves and a certain strange animal. Another inscription relating 
to the discovery of the country is also given, inclosed in a square, underneath the island 
Spagnoba. The two pages of text on the back of this map contain a relation of the 
voyages and discoveries of Columbus. The ** Tab. Nova Norbegiae et Gottiae ** repre- 
sents Engronelant as a peninsula of Europe. The same name also appears in this map 
on a part of the peninsula with Norway. The last map but onty entitled " Tabv. Mo. 
Gronlandie et Rvsie,** is really a map of the world, and resembles somewhat the ''Orbis 
Typvs** of the editions of 151 3 and 1520. At the top are the words ** Differt sitva 
orbis Hydrographorvm ab eo quem Ptolomevs posvit.** Two small parts of the Amer- 
ican coast are depicted with the names caput, s. cruds and Terra papagalli on the south- 
ern part, while Gronlanda appears as a portion of northern Europe. The final new map 
of the world, " Orbis Typvs Vniversalis ivxta Hydrographorvm Traditionem exactis- 
sime depicta 1522. L. F.,** was the production of Laurentius Fries, whose initials are 
given in the heading. It is a revision, with alterations, of that in the preceding editions, 
and is remarkable as the first map with the name America that appeared in Ptolemy's 
work. This name is inscribed on a portion of the South American continent, together 
with the inscriptions Batoioy Canibales, and Caput, s. cru.y above which appear the islands 
ijiabella and ^pagnola. It shows no part of North America. These fifty maps were 
reprinted in the editions of 1525, 1535, and 1541, all firom the same blocks, with the 
exception of ** Qvinta Asie Tabvla j** but the ornamental borders and map tides which 
accompany them differ considerably in the several issues, and were sometimes omitted 
entirely. The account of Palestine, wrongly attributed to Servetus, and which served as 
one of the pretexts for his execution, was first printed in this edition on the map of the 
Holy Land.

The ded- 
ication by Bilibaldus Pirckeymherus, dated at ** Norenberge. Kalendis septembris. Anno 
Salutis nostre. m. d. xxrv.,** begins on the verso of the tide-page and ends on the verso 
of folio 2. The text in double columns, with 52 lines in a fiill column, begins on folio 
3, and is surrounded by ornamental woodcut borders. The colophon is on the recto of 
sig. Q8, at the end of the annotations. The 50 woodcut maps were printed from the 
same blocks as those in the 1522 edition, with the exception of the large map "Qvinta 
Asie Tabvla,** which was reengraved on a smaller scale, uniform in size with the others. 
They are each on two leaves, with one exception (** Lotharingia **), and numbered in the 
following order: i-io. ten of Europe; 11-14. four of Africa; 15-26. twelve of Asia;

This edition was edited by Michael Villanovanus, better known as Servetus, whose 
preface fills the verso of the title-page, and who also wrote many of the modern descrip- 
tions on the backs of the maps. The dedication by Bilibaldus Pirckeymherus, dated at 
** Norebergae Kaledis septebris. Anno Salutis nostrae. m. d. xxiiii.,** begins on the recto 
of sig. a2 and ends on the verso. The text in double columns, with 56 lines in a full 
column, begins with page 5 on sig. a3, and is followed on the verso of page 149 by a 
table. The woodcut borders and ornaments which surround the map descriptions are 
supposed by some critics to be the work of Hans Holbein and Graf of Basle. The 
50 woodcut maps, sometimes colored, are the same as those in the preceding edition, 
having been printed from the same blocks, and are arranged and numbered in the same 
order.

L. F." The account of Columbus and America on 
the back of map 28 closes with the following additional words : '* Toto itaq3, quod 
aiunt, aberrat ccelo qui hac cotinetem America nucupari contendunt, cum Americus 
multo post Colubu eandem terra adierit, nee cu Hispanis ille, sed cu Portugallensibus, ut 
suas merces comutaret, eo se cotulit." The celebrity of this edition is largely due to its 
association with the trial and execution of its editor, Servetus, in 1553. Many copies of 
this book are said to have been burned at the same dme, by the orders of Calvin. One 
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of the charges or pretexts brought against Servetus was the alleged authorship of a state- 
ment, printed on the back of map 41 of this edition, reflecting on the climate and soil 
of Palestine. The passage in question, however, was not written by him, but had been 
copied from the same map in the editions of 1522 and 1525. It was omitted in his 
second edition, printed at Vienna in Dauphine in 1541.

Num- 
bers 29 and 45 were wrongly numbered 19 and 46. The names of places on many of 
the maps were printed in a different style of type from those in the 1545 edition, and 
map I. **Typvs Vniversalis ** was slightly altered or reengraved. The modern maps are 
surrounded by borders. Three of them relate to America: i. "Typvs Vniversalis;** 
46. " Septentrionales Regiones;** and 54. "Novae Insvlae.** The latter contains an 
account of the discoveries of Columbus printed on the recto of its first leaf. The 
** Appendix Geographica ** is sometimes lacking. Mr. Murphy's copy sold for $11.

Geradus Mercator.** The colophon is on the verso of the last 
leaf of the final index (sig. C3). The 28 copperplate maps, sometimes colored, are the 
same as those printed separately in 1578, and are on double pages, with one exception.

I am indebted to Mr. John Nicholas Brown, of Providence, for the following descrip- 
tion of a copy of this edition (with the 1578 colophon) in his library, in which the 
maps of Mercator are preceded by four leaves of astronomical maps : *' The first pair of 
these additional leaves bears a map of the constellations and one of the world, each in 
twelve lozenge-shaped gores. Below four astronomical discs. The second pair of leaves 
bears the one two celestial globes, the other two terrestrial globes, of the northern and 
southern hemispheres, surrounded by elaborate borders in the shape of parallelograms. 
The reverses of these leaves are blank.** A similar copy is also described in F. Muller^s 
catalogues, 1875, ^^- 3^5^» ^^^ i^77» ^os. 2628-9. Another variety of this edition, 
in the library of the Boston Athenaeum, contains the colophon : " Colonlae Agrlppinae \

signature marks in the latter part of the volume : the 28 maps on 55 leaves (sig. A-£,

According to the register they should be placed as follows : the first eight maps after 
book II. of the text (between sig. dd and ee) ; the six remaining European maps after 
book III. (between sig. ii and a) ; the four African maps after book rv. (between sig. b9 
and bio); the first five Asian maps after book v. (between sig. d and e); maps 5 to 9 
of Asia afler book vi. (between sig. e and f); and maps 10 to 12 of Asia after book m. 
(sig. f). These maps, which are supposed to be the first entirely engraved on copper, 
have some resemblance to those in the misdated Ptolemy of 1462, but are better 
executed. They are inferior, however, to those in the 1478 edition, and difiisr from 
them, besides, in the peculiar delineation of the mountain chains, which are refuresented 
in the same manner as bodies of water. The inscriptions were engraved instead of 
punched. It is probable that the book was printed about the year 1480, as duke 
Frederick of Urbino, to whom it was dedicated, died in 1482. The printer, whose 
name appears in the following issue, printed at Florence as early as 1477 and as late as 
i486. There is another variety of this edition, described by Bninet and Graesse, in 
which the text ends on the verso of sig. f9, and the last leaf (f 10) is blank instead of 
leaf f8. A copy of the book was priced by Quaritch in 1885 at £42. See idso the 
Sobolewski catalogue. No. 1625. A new title, a register, and a colophon, were added 
to the following reissue :

The second issue of Berlinghicri*s metrical version of Ptolemy's geography differs 
from the first in having a new title printed in red ink on the recto of the original title- 
leaf which contains the old title on the verso, and in the addition of a page of text at 
the end of the book, containing the ** Registro " with the names of the place and 
printer in a colophon below, verso blank. These two pages were evidently printed at a 
later date than the rest of the volume, which in every other respect is identical with 
the preceding edition. The register was probably made and printed before the new title 
was added, as it begins ** Prima Alba ;** and some copies may have been issued with it 
in that form. The kind of type used in this leaf appears to be the same as that in the 
book itself; and if it was executed by the same printer, cannot be dated later than i486. 
The new title in red, however, is in a different style of type, and is supposed by some 
critics to have been printed in the early part of the sixteenth century, when title-pages 
had come into general use, for the purpose of helping the sale of the remainder of the 
edition. It certainly has a much later appearance than the rest of the book. The two 
varieties of the first issue are also found in the second. In the Astor library copy the 
last gathering (sig. f ) consists of ten leaves in five sheets. The text ends on the verso 
of f9, and the register and colophon are on the recto of the final leaf (f 10), the verso 
of which is blank. The heavy impression of the type in the new title can be seen leg- 
ibly on the recto of the second leaf, and that of the page containing the register and 
colophon (f 10) also shows plainly on the recto of the other leaf of the same sheet (f i). 
This peculiarity does not appear elsewhere in the volume. In the other variety sig. f 
also consists of ten leaves in five sheets, but leaf f 8 is blank, and the text ends on the 
verso of f 10. This is followed by the register and colophon on the recto of the first 
leaf of an appended sheet, of which the second leaf is blank on both sides. A copy of 
this description, containing 188 leaves, including five blank leaves, was sold at Libri*s 
sale at Paris in 1847 (No. 1022) for 461 francs. All four varieties of the book are 
very rare.

The first edition of Ptolemy *s Geography in Italian. The translation was m^d/e by 
Pietro Andrea Mattioli, a learned physician of Siena, and the maps were designed and 
added by Jacopo Gastaldo, who also wrote the dedication, which is dated '' Di Vlnetia a 
due di Giennaio m d xlviii." The 60 double-page copperplate maps were mostly bas^d 
on those of Munster in the Latin edition of 1540, but contain many important addidQm.

The 69 double-page 
copperplate maps were printed with the text, and all but seven were fi-om the same 
plates as those in the Italian editions of 1 561, 1564 and 1574, and in the Latin edition 
of 1562. Many of them, however, were retouched with the burin, and have small 
figures of ships, fishes, etc., introduced, and some new names added. The ancient 
maps comprise ten of Europe, four of Afirica, twelve of Asia, and one of the world

The first edition of the Greek text of Ptolemy*8 Geography was printed Basiltae^ 
'533> 4^®> PP* (^)» 54*> (*)• +Parisiis, apud Cbr. Wechelumy 1546, 4to, pp. (8), 435. 
A new Latin translation from this text was made and published by Joannes Novio- 
magus (Johann Bronchorst), Coloniae : excudebat yoannes Ruremundanus^ Anno m. d. xl. 
mense Martioy 8vo, pp. (8), 388, Index, 49 leaves. The oldest manuscript of the work 
known to be extant — probably made about the year 1200 — was published in facsimile 
at Paris in 1867 under the following title: "Geographic de Ptolemee, reproduction 
photolithographique de manuscrit Grec du monastere de Vatopedi au Mont Athos, 
executee d*apr^ les cliches obtenus sous la direction de M. Pierre de ServastanofF, pr£- 
cedee d^une introduction historique ... par Victor Langlois,** folio, pp. 108, with 27 
colored maps. According to Dibdin (** Bibliotheca Spenceriana,** 11. 292-3) Lord 
Spencer*s copy of the Ptolemy of 1475 contained five additional leaves with diagrams, 
commencing on the verso of the first leaf, recto blank, with " Ymago Mundi Incipit.** 
This description has been copied by several bibliographers, with occasional variations. 
The five leaves, however, do not belong to the book, but form a part of the works of 
Pierre d*Ailly which was printed a few years later. Winsor cites (from Thomassy, 
"Les Papes Geographes **) editions of Bologna^ 1480, and Florence^ 148 1. The first 
named may be the Bologna edition with the false date 1462, and the other is per- 
haps intended fur the Italian version of Berlinghieri, printed at Florence about that 
time. An edition with 27 copperplate maps, said to be without indication of place or 
date, but printed about the year 1500, is mentioned by Graesse on the authority of the 
Butsch catalogue. This was probably a copy of the 1490 edition, lacking the final 
treatise " De locis,** which contained the colophon. Of the 1490 edition, the copy 
described by Dibdin ("Descriptive Catalogue,** 1823, pp, 105-6) contained the 3a 
maps of the i486 edition, and the copy collated by Hain (" Repertorium Bibliographi-i 
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cum **) was imperfect, lacking seven maps. The descriptions given by Harrisse of the 
editions of 151 1, 1513) 1520, 1522, 1535, 15419 1542, and 1545, differ more or less 
from those given above, and^ in several cases seem to have been made from imperfect 
copies. Harrisse also gives a title ('^Bibliotheca Americana Vetustissima,** No. 165) 
under the year 1532, of <* Ptolomei{| Tabulae Geo{|graphicae||Cum Eandaui anno||tatio- 
nibus eggre||gie illustratae.||,** which was afterwards copied in the ** Supplement *' to 
Brunet*s " Manuel du Libraire,** and in Winsor's ** Bibliography of Ptolemy's Geog- 
raphy.** The book thus described is nothing more than a copy of Ziegler's *' Quae intvs 
continentvr. Syria, ad Ptolomaici operis rationem,** etc., Argentorati apud Petrum Opili' 
onem, m. d. xxxii., in the collections of Buckingham Smith, now a part of the library 
of the New York Historical Society. The fly-leaf preceding the printed title-page con- 
tains in manuscript the title given by Harrisse, handsomely engrossed with pen and ink. 
The word Eandaui should be Landaui, however, and the printed title is in its proper 
place in the volume as well as in Harrisse, No. 170. The edition of Basi/iae, 1555, 
given by Winsor on the authority of Miiller ("Catalogue,** 1877, No. 2626), vras prob- 
ably a copy of the edition of 1545, with which the description seems to agree. The 
17 1 5 edition quoted from Lelewel by Winsor, is merely a reference to a list entitled "In 
sequentes varias Geographiae Claudii Ptolemaei Lectiones,** pp. 611-768 of Bernard de 
Montfaucon*s " Bibliotheca Coisliniana, olim Segueriana,** ParisiiSf m. dcc. xv. Santa- 
rem (in the "Bulletin de la Societe de Geographie,** viii. 175-6, Pan's, 1837) gives a 
brief list of <* vingt-cinq Editions de Ptolemee que nous avons consultees, depuis celle de 
15 1 1 jusqu*a celle de 1584,** which includes several not mentioned elsewhere. The list, 
however, contains so many evident errors that it cannot be relied on as an authority in 
this respect. For additional information concerning Ptolemy's Geography and the
